~ -ExeEcuUTIVE Orrice, Herena, M. T. 
To the Council and House of Representatives ¢ 


It is cause for congratulation that you have convened at a time 
when order is as firmly established, life and property as sacred and 
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secure, and justice as wisely administered in Montana as in the 
states.. Since the last meeting of the legislative assembly the great 
increase of the territory in population, wealth, and the opportunities 
for the development of its exhaustless resources, will give to your 
deliberations and conclusions an importance that has not character- 
ized any previous session. The knowledge, common to the people, 
that you are to make laws for a vast territory, which is unsurpassed 
in America for its salubrity of climate and its wealth in precious 
metals, and whose plains and valleys are underlaid with fuel and 
covered by the richest pastures, cannot for a moment escape your 
minds. It is fortunate that in the constitution of the two branches 
the choice has been made of so many who have a thorough ac- 
quaintance with the varied interests and industries of the territory. 


It seems proper that your attention should now be invited to 
some of the matters that have been deemed worthy of consideration 
by the people. 


I. Although the percentage of crime has largely diminished the 
penal institutions established for an infant settlement are insufficient 
for the great increase of population. In the absence of an appro- 
priation by congress to enlarge the penitentiary some provision by 
you will be necessary for the confinement of convicts. 


2. It is suggested that in the near future the criminal law would 
probably be enforced with less difficulty by the election of a prose- 
cuting officer for each county instead of one for each judicial 
district. 


3. There appears to be good ground for the general opinion 
that the fees of public officers in the territory are greatly dispropor- 
tionate, and in some cases, on account of recently improved facili- 
ties for travel and transportation, largely in excess of a just com- 
pensation for services performed. i 


4. Mauch inconvenience would be avoided if the official term of 
notaries public should expire at some time during the session of the 
legislative assembly. 


5. Asa true expression of the popular will can only be obtained 
through the ballot box it is submitted that it would be wise to pro- ` 
vide by law for ascertaining by proper proofs the persons entitled to 
vote at elections, Whether such a provision should be general or 
limited in its application to the more populous portions of the ter- 
ritory is also a proper subject for your consideration.

6. For the purpose of statistical. information, and the correction 
of abuses, it seems desirable that public officers, so far as practica- 
ble, should be required to make both a detailed and classified re- 
port of their official transactions to some aaa pu: 


7. The condition of the territorial: law library is such that not 
only the broken sets should be filled, but a _ reasonable addition 
should also be made. 


8. The commissioners appointed fo represent the interests of 
Montana at the World’s industrial and cotton centennial exposition 
at New Orleans have already performed a work of -immense value 
to the territory. It is réasonable that the territory, for whose bene- - 
fit their energies have been exerted, should furnish necessary Ste 
ance for the completion ot their undertaking 


g. The auditor of the territory has reported to me the fact that 
the expenses of the territorial government for the past year were 
$28,558.77 in excess of the revenue.: It therefore becomes neces- 
sary that the system of taxation, if in any respect faulty. should be 
so revised, or the expenses of government so reduced, that the rev- 
enue Uerived shall honor all legal demands upon it. It would be 
greatly to the advantage of Montana that it should long continue 
to be a fact that she owes mot a dollar. 


10. As to our federal relations the right of- petition will not be 
denied you. There is now a pressing demand that the penitentiary 
should be made adequate to the requirements of a largely increased 
population. Still another question engrosses the attention of the 
people. As to that, it may be said that millions of acres, now idle, 
could, without detriment or discomfort to a human being, be opened 
for use and production ; but it is hoped that no disposition of pub- 
lic lands or reserved, tracts will be so made as to retard the settle- 
ment of the territory. 


The reports of the several officers and boards charged with the 
duty of reporting will be transmitted to you atan early day. From 


the details of these reports you will obtain accurate informatioh as ~~ 


to the conduct of the different branches of the territorial adminis- 
tration, It is a pleasure to state that no complaint of official mis- | 
‘conduct has reached me, and it is a gratification to know that our 
common school system, excellent in itself and wisely conducted, is 
furnishing to the youth all the advantages to be found in older 
communities.

H. B. No. 93, in reference to building a jail at Boulder City, the 
present county seat of Jefferson county, objects to the passage of 
said bill upon the grounds following : 


It may readily be seen by those not familiar with the geograph- 
ical construction of Jefferson county, by examining the maps, that 
it should be reconstructed, and to those who know the county best 
it is potent that it never has been and never can be successfully 
held together as a county organization. 


The hand of Nature has created natural boundaries and barriers 
that effectually sever the interests of its several communities. This 
may be better understood by stating that the easterly portion of 
Jefferson county belongs to the present defunct Valley county as 
naturally as do the waters from its streams flow to the Missouri 
river, and its residents have interest in common with those across 
the river of western Meagher, and have no interest in common with 
the Boulder country. 


Next we will consider the northern part of the county, embracing 
all that drained by the Prickly Pear creek, in which are situated 
Clancey, Jefferson - City, Wickes, Gregory and other camps. The 
residents of this section do all their trading in Lewis and Clarke 
county, and go to Boulder only when judicial business requires 
them to. 


The Boulder valley people have two practical passes to Butte, 
and it cannot be denied that they are more closely identified in in- 
terests with Silver Bow than any other section. 
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From the eastern and northern sections of Jefferson county nearly 
nine hundred tax payers, comprising considerably over one-half of 
the voters of the county, and representing over two-thirds of the 
total wealth of the county, have petitioned this honorable body to 
be relieved from further allegiance to Jefferson county and Boulder 
City, and to be attached to communities to which they properly 
belong. 


It may be possible (improbable as such action should be) that - 
this legislature will ignore the rights of these petitioners by refusing 
‘to grant their prayer, but they will see that their rights are sustained: 
by the succeeding legislature, if not by this, and I can see no rea- 
sonable grounds for the passage of this-bill under the existing state 
of affairs. . 


Another reason why this new jail should not be allowed is that 
the county now owns at Radersbrg (the former county seat) a good 
and substantial jail building, and that the people of that section are 
entitled to a deputy sheriff. It cannot be controverted that prison- 
ers can be as cheaply and securely confined in the county jail at 
Radersburg as in a new one at Boulder. 


The legislature should further take into consideration that Jeffer- 
son county is about ($80,000) eighty thousand-dollars in debt, and 
has nothing to show for it except the jail and court house at its 
former county seat, Radersburg. 


I therefore respectfully but most earnestly protest against the 
passage of this bill and :ecommend its indefinite postponement.

I herewith return to the house of representatives H. B. No. 1, 
entitled “An act relating to notaries public.” 


My objections are as follows : 


Objection 1. It is not certain from the words of the bill that 
notaries public hereafter appointed would be limited in the discharge 
of their official duties to the counties of their respective residences. 


If they could take affidavits and, acknowledgments throughout 
the territory they would Fe county officers i in name and territorial 
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officers in effect. In that case they could be legally appointed only 
by and with the advice and consent of the legislative council. 


By section 921 of chapter 47 of fifth division of the revised stat- 
utes “Every notary public whose commission is unexpired at the 
date of the passage'of this chapter shall be empowered to act as 
notary for the entire territory of Montana, as fully as though he 
had been commissioned under this chapter.” 

That section it is not proposed to repeal, and the latter clause 
expresses the intention that all notaries shall act for the entire ter- 
ritory of Montana. |

Neither section 1 of this biil nor any section of said chapter pre- 

scribes in terms that notaries public shall act only in the counties 
for which they are appointed. 


| 
If in an attempt to harmonize the proposed sections 909 and 921 
it should be held that there is a limitation only as to the residence 
of the notary public, and not as to the place for the discharge of 
official duty, the provision as to future appointments would be in 
violation of thé organic act. 


Objection 2. If this bill should become a law section 909 of said 
chapter, as it now reads, would be repealed, and section go9, as 
amended, would take its place. 


The repeal of section 909 would legislate out of office nearly 400 
notaries public who have been appointed during the present session 
of the legislative assembly, unless there is a sufficient saving clause 
in the bill. Ifthere is any saving clause it must be found in sec- 


tion 2, which authorizes notaries “appointed before the passage of - 


this act” to file their commissions and receive certificates of official 
character. But it is difficult to see how section 2 would continue 
the present notaries in office. Their tenure surely is not intended 
to be indefinite and unlimited. The tenure cannot be for three 
years, because the three years’ term is abolished by the amendment 
to section gog. It cannot be for two years, for that term applies 
only to future appointments. No other term is provided for any 
notary. The logical conclusion is that officers who hold their 
offices for no time at all must instantly cease to be officers. 


Objection 3. If notaries already appointed are to be continued 
in office by this bill it is a serious question whether they could act 
for the whole territory or only in the counties of their respective 
residences.

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To these objections I venture to add that every law should be so 
plain and clear that the officer or citizen will have no difficulty in 
determining his rights, powers, duties and liabilities under it. 


To avoid doubt and confusion an act changing the method of. 
appointing notaries should provide— 


First. That notaries public already in office should: continue in 
office until the expiration of the term for which they were 
appointed. 


' Second. That notaries public should hereafter act only in the 
counties in which they resided at the time of the passage of the act 
or at the time of appointment. 


Third. That the term should be three years (or some other uni- 
form term) for all.

The committee on public lands have had under consideration H. J. 
M. No.3, objecting to the repeal of the desert land act, and while the 
effect of any memorial need not be seriously feared (and least of all 
one so unreasonable in its request as is this one) a minority of the 
committee desires to enter a protest.against the principle involved 
in this proposed legislative action.. 


The law which it is asked shall:be continued in force is one that 
was enacted in the interests of monopoly, and under which the’ 
titles to lands have been acquired contrary to all of the principles 
which should regulate the disposition of the publicdomain. There 
can in reason exist but one right to become the purchaser of public 
land, and that right rests alone upon actual occupation and settle- 
ment: without this requirement the rights of the people will be 
outraged, and the result will be that lands will be accumulated 
in the hands of the few, who will not only own the soil but prac- 
tically the human beings who may occupy it. 


The reason urged for continuing in force the present law, is that 
lands suitable for settlement in Montana have all or nearly all 
been appropriated. In this the memorial makes a misstatement of- 
the facts, for it is well understood that much of that portion of the 
public domair now open for settlement is yet unclaimed, while a 
large proportion of the territory containing large areas of valuable. 
land is included in Indian reservations, none of which has been 
appropriated, nor can it be until the reservations are opened for 
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settlement. But even admitting the statement in the memorial to 
be true, it is a well known fact that the rapid appropriation of lands 
of the choicest character in this territory is in a great part due to 
the existence of the desert land act under which all lands in Mon- 
tana, except swamps and timber are subject to location, and it cer- 
tainly would be most unwise to continue the sale of public lands in 
the wholesale manner, . provided in this act, when the government 
can by a small expenditure of money render such lands fit for 
cultivation and thus provide homes for actual settlers. 


The minority of your committee has but little fear that fee pas- 
sage of an unwise memorial by the Montana legislature will swerve 
congress from the cause of right which it ‘has adopted in this 
matter, but for the credit of Montana, it is to be hoped this 
memorial will not pass and so the minority of your committee 
recommends.
